Washington, March 17.— R epresenta­ 
tive John Sharp William« of Mississlp 
pi, as leader of the minority In the 
house of representatives, haa Issued 
to the press a written statement defin­ 
ing precisely the attitude of the Demo­ 
cratic party in the houae toward leg­ 
islation urged by President Roosevelt 
in his messages to congress at the 
present session. 
The statem ent d e ­ 
scribes 
what 
Republican 
legislation 
the Democrats will support, what they 
will oppose, and what concessions they 
demand on the part of the majority 
as the price of refraining from an or­ 
ganized filibuster throughout the r e ­ 
mainder of the session. 
Mr. Williams 
opens his statement by saying; 
"Some things in the president’s re­ 
cent message are so immediately im­ 
portant to the Interests of the entire 
country a« to pass the hounds of par­ 
tisanship and to m ake It excusable, if 
not necessary, for me to say some­ 
thing concerning them with the view 
of assuring the president himself and 
reasonably inclined Republican m em ­ 
bers of the house and the country of 
the support and endorsement, or the 
op|M)sltlou, of the Democratic minority. 
Insofar as the things urged by the 
president are good things I would like 
the country to know that all he has 
to do is to deliver twenty or twenty- 
five Republican house votes In favor 
of them. 
These, conjoined with the 
solid Democratic votes, will put them 
through." 


W ill 
Com m and 
D em ocratic 
Support. 


Mr. 
Williams notes the following 
measures as ones which will "com ­ 
mand virtually the solid Democratic 
vote within constitutional limits:" 
To compel publication of campaign 
contributions; prohibition of child la­ 
bor in the District of Columbia and 
the territories: an employers’ liability 
law, drawn to conform to the recent 
derisions of the supreme court; fed­ 
eral liability to government employes; 
a law to prohibit the Issuance of in­ 
junctions without notice to the party 
enjoined; 
removal 
of the tariff on 
wood pulp and printing paper; impo­ 
sition of a federal charge for every 
w aterpower right granted on a navi­ 
gable stream. 
Those 
principles 
and 
measures 
urged by the president with which Mr. 
Williams, as minority leader, takes 
issue, are enumerated as follows: 
The penalizing of the boycott; the 
right of attorney generuls to nominate 
receivers when common carriers are 
thrown into the hands of a receiver; 
the modification of the Sherm an anti­ 
trust law so as to permit within limi­ 
tation the m aintenance of trusts and 
the making of trade agreem ents be­ 
tween 
combinations of capital; 
the 
appointment of a commission to pre­ 
pare data for a revision of the tariff. 
Mr. Williams frankly states that he 
does not know whether a majority of 
the minority favors the creation of a 
perm anent w aterways commission.

Mexico City, March 27.— Mexico City 
was 
visited 
by 
two 
severe 
e a rth ­ 
quakes. 
The first shock lasted 4 min­ 
utes and 28 seconds. 
No lives were 
lost and the property damage was in­ 
significant, although numerous walls 
were cracked by the motion of the 
e a r t h ’s waves. 
The shock was very 
similar to that felt In this city about 
a year ago, the oscillations being of 
a long, swaying variety. 
At the n a ­ 
tional observatory It was stated th a t 
the needle of the seismograph trav­ 
eled the entire distance of the dial. 
That no property loss resulted is due, 
according to the scientists, to the fact 
that Ihe City of Mexico rests on the 
spongy bed of an old lake. 
T he second shock was much more 
severe. 
Walls 
were 
cracked 
and 
clocks all over the city were stopped. 
The 
theater crowds rushed to the 
streets. 
The people are considerably 
alarmed over the repeated shocks. No 
groat damage has yet been reported, 
although a num b er of walls have fal­ 
len. 
For a short time telegraph com­ 
munication was interrupted. 
Investigation shows that four peo­ 
ple, all Mexican workmen, were in­ 
jured during the quake, one mortally. 
The shock was felt over an area of 
some 500 miles, from north to south, 
expending ifself at Guanajuato on the 
north, 
and 
Rincon Antonio on the 
south.

Rayner claimed that the 
statute had been complied with, that 
to deny his colleague hia seat would 
m ake necessary an extra legislature 
of Maryland at a coat of $50,000 and 
that even 
if the contention of the 
chairman of the committee on privi­ 
leges and elections should prove to be 
correct, Senator-Elect 
Smith 
should 
he sworn in and his case considered 
by Hie proper committee. 
On both sides of the cham ber sena­ 
tors exhibited interest in the contro­ 
versy and many speeches were made. 
The disposition of the case gives 
Mr. Smith his seat, but does not final­ 
ly dispose of the question of his right 
io retain it.

Washington, 
March 
27.—Charging 
that 
the 
president 
had 
flagrantly 
usurped the powers given to him by 
the Conatitutlon and had repeatedly 
attempted to influence the judiciary, 
Mr. Beall of Texas In the house se­ 
verely arraigned the chief executive. 
He credited the president with hav­ 
ing appointed three Judges of the su­ 
preme court of the United States and 
a majority of the United States cir 
suit and district Judges. 
“Drawing 
their source of authority from him,’’ 
he declared, ‘‘and holding their com­ 
missions from him, he stands in a 
position to wield a powerful influence 
upon them, though they are the repre­ 
sentatives of a distinct department of 
the government.'' 
The president, he charged, was not 
content with the exercise of the same 
power exercised by Washington, Jef­ 
ferson, Jackson, Lincoln, Grant and 
McKinley, “hut in his overpowering 
ambition reaches out with eager hand 
and exercises powers not dreamed of 
by them.” 
"W here does he get his authority?" 
Mr. Beall demanded to know. 
"How 
does he justify his actions?” 
The 
president, he said, made two defenses. 
One was that there was an inherent 
power belonging to all sovereignties. 
apart from any power conferred by 
the Constitution; the other was that 
through Judicial interpretation there 
must be vested in a federal govern­ 
ment power to do things it had not 
possessed before. 
The president was denounced for 
insisting on a jail sentence for Robert 
N. Harper, a druggist of this city, con­ 
victed of violating the pure food act, 
while the sentence was still pending. 
As regarded the case of Judge Wilfley, 
he said tie president had insulted the 
legislative branch of the government 
by writing a letter to the Judiciary 
committee while the case was still 
under investigation, declaring Judge 
Wilfley 
innocent 
of 
the 
charges 
against him. 
“That 
letter." he explained, “was 
simply the vill of the big stick over 
that committee and the membership 
of the house.” 
He regretted the com­ 
mittee had not asserted its independ­ 
ence by sending the message bact; 
as an insult. 


Not Entirely to Blams. 
After all, said Mr. Beall, the pres! 
dent was not entirely to blame be­ 
cause the senate and house “sit with 
folded hands. 
Having adbicated the 
authority 
given 
to them, 
they sit 
supinely at his feet.” 
In his opinion. 
“ a more disgusting usurpation of pow­ 
er was never witnessed by the people 
of 
any 
nation.” 
Congress, 
he 
de 
dared, no longer was a legislation de 
partment. 
"It is simply a machine to 
record the will of the man at the other 
end of the avenue,” and it did not de 
serve any more respect from him or 
the people than it now receives. 
Democratic laughter punctuated the 
summing up of Mr. Beall’s opinion of 
the president. 
"He wields the big 
stick 
with one hand," he charged, 
“and a fountain pen with the other, 
and he raises havoc with both. 
He is 
a broncho buster and a trust buster, 
the only difference being that In bust­ 
ing a broncho he blindfolds the ani­ 
mal and In busting a trust he blind­ 
folds himself. 
He can draw the finest 
bead on a wild cat, but can’t get a 
bead on the Constitution at all. 
He 
is 
a 
contradiction. 
He 
declaims 
against race suicide, but insists on 
keeping a tariff on safety pins and 
baby buggies. 
"He 
cultivates 
the 
artistic; 
he 
whitewashes Paul Morton and is now 
frescoing the reactionaries with a tint 
of blue. 
“Ile can see a war cloud before 
breakfast, but gets colorblind before 
lunchtime. 
“He is generous in giving the pow­ 
er by and with the advice and con­ 
sent of the senate to make treaties 
he is willing to relieve that body of 
this wondrous duty and do it all him­ 
self. 
“He is a magician; he can transform 
bur Uncle Joe, a roaring lion before 
us in the house, into a purring kitten 
at the White House. 
“He is the Sandow of the country: 
he can hold the senate in one hand 
and the house in the other and keep 
both in the air most of the time.” 
After 
convulsing 
the 
Democratic 
side of the house by declaring that 
“he can even nominate a presidential 
candidate.” Mr. Beall said. 
“He is 
the strangest combination of wisdom 
and folly, of honesty and obstinacy 
and of the patriot and the politician. 
of courage and rashness; and of the 
spectacular and the grotesque that 
this republic ever saw. and just what 
riche he is to occupy in the temple of 
Iiis country’s history God and the fu­ 
ture alone can tell.” 


CANNON THEIR CHOICE 


Illinois Republicans Endorse Speaker 
of tho Houeo. 
Springfield, 111., March 27.—Tho Re 
publican* of Illinois enthusiastically 
endorsed Joseph G. Cannon aa a can 
didate for the presidency, declared in 
favor of a revision of the tarifT and 
elected four deiegates-at-large to the 
national convention. 
The men chosen 
are United States Senators Shelby M. 
Cullom and Albert J. Hopkins, Gov 
ernor Charles S. Deneen and Mayo) 
Fred A. Buss# of Chicago. 
The Cannon men had things entire 
ly their own way and there was not 
a whisper of opposition throughout 
the day. 
All motions were passed 
unanimously and without argument 
and the applause that greeted the 
reading of the plank endorsing the 
candidacy of the speaker was .great 
and enthusiastic. 
Just before the reading of the plat­ 
form, 
the

W ashington, March 27.—Representa­ 
tive John Sharp Williams of Mississip­ 
pi, as leader of the minority In the 
house of representatives, has issued 
to the press a written statem ent defin­ 
ing precisely the attitude of the Demo­ 
cratic party in the house toward leg­ 
islation urged by President Roosevelt 
In hie messages to congress at the 
present session. 
The statem ent de­ 
scribes what Republican legislation 
the Democrats will support, what they 
will oppose, and what concessions they 
demand on the part of the majority 
as the price of refraining from an or­ 
ganized filibuster throughout the re­ 
mainder of the session. 
Mr. Williams 
opens his statem ent by saying: 
“Some things In the president’s re­ 
cent message are so immediately Im­ 
portant to the Interests of the entire 
country as to pass the bounds of par­ 
tisanship and to make it excusable, if 
not necessary, for me to say some­ 
thing concerning them with the view 
of assuring the president himself and 
reasonably inclined Republican mem­ 
bers of the house and the country of 
the support and endorsement, or the 
opposition, of the Democratic minority. 
Insofar as the things urged by the 
president are good things I would like 
the country to know that all he has 
to do is to deliver twenty or twenty- 
five Republican house votes in favor 
of them. 
These, conjoined with the 
solid Democratic votes, will put them 
through.” 


W ill 
Command 
Democratic Support. 
Mr. Williams notes the following 
measures as ones which will “com­ 
mand virtually the solid Democratic 
vote within constitutional lim its:” 
To compel publication of campaign 
contributions; prohibition of child la­ 
bor in the District of Columbia and 
the territories; an employers’ liability 
law, drawn to conform to the recent 
decisions of the supreme court; fed­ 
eral liability to government employes; 
a law to prohibit the issuance of in­ 
junctions without notice to the party 
enjoined; 
removal of the tariff on 
wood pulp and printing paper; impo­ 
sition of a federal charge for every 
waterpower right granted on a navi­ 
gable stream.

Williams, as minority leader, takes 
issue, are enumerated as follows: 
The penalizing of the boycott; the 
right of attorney generals to nominate 
receivers when common carriers are 
thrown into the hands of a receiver;

; trust law so as to permit within limi­ 
tation the maintenance of trusts and 
I the making of trade agreem ents be­ 
tween combinations of capital;

appointment of a commission to pre- 
! pare data for a revision of the tariff.

The 
only information that he received on 
the subject was a private telegram 
from Berlin saying that the German 
foreign office has flatly denied that 
any official action had been taken.

TWO SEVERE EARTHQUAKES 


Considerably Alarm People in the City 
of Mexico. 
Mexico City, March 27.—Mexico City 
was 
visited 
by two 
severe 
earth­ 
quakes. 
The first shock lasted 4 min­ 
utes and 28 seconds. 
No lives were 
lost and the property damage was in­ 
significant, although numerous walls 
were cracked by the motion of the 
earth’s waves. 
The shock was very 
similar to that felt in this city about 
a year ago, the oscillations being of 
a long, swaying variety. 
At the na­ 
tional observatory it was stated that 
the needle of the seismograph trav­ 
eled the entire distance of the dial. 
That no property loss resulted is due, 
according to the scientists, to the fact 
thai the City of Mexico rests on the 
spongy bed of an old lake. 
The second shock was much more 
severe. 
Walls 
were 
cracked 
and 
clocks all over the city were stopped. 
The theater crowds rushed to the 
streets. 
The people are considerably 
alarmed over the repeated shocks. No 
groat damage has yet been reported, 
although a number of walls have fal­ 
len. 
For a short time telegraph com­ 
munication was interrupted. 
Investigation shows that four peo­ 
ple, all Mexican workmen, were in­ 
jured during the quake, one mortally. 
The shock was felt over an area of 
some 500 miles, from north to south, 
expending ifself at Guanajuato on the 
north, and Rincon Antonio on the 
south. 


Three Burned to Death. 
Belmont, Mass., March 27.—Ernest 
Bloomquist, a cabinetmaker, his wife, 
Cotta, 
and 
a 
twelve-year-old 
son, 
Lewis, were burned to death in a fire 
fchich consumed their home. 
The fire 
Is believed to have started from the 
outside of the building and a mys­ 
tery seems to surround its origin. 


But Right of Maryland Senator to Ro- 
tain It la Not Datarminad. 
Washington, 
March 
27.—Although 
the senate met with the intention of 
devoting the entire session to the cur­ 
rency bill, the credentials of Senator- 
Elect John W alter Smith of Maryland 
early became the subject of a discus­ 
sion that consumed nearly four hours 
and destroyed all hope of disposing of 
the currency bill before adjournment 
for the day. 
The result of the debate on the pro­ 
priety of swearing in Mr. Smith was 
a vote of 34 to 29 in favor of receiv­ 
ing his credentials and leaving the 
regularity of his election to be con­ 
sidered by the committee on elections 
and by the senate later. 
When Mr. Rayner presented the cre­ 
dentials of his colleague and asked 
that he be sworn in, Mr. Keane of 
New Jersey called attention to the ab­ 
sence of a quorum. 
When senators 
came into the chamber Mr. Burrows 
of Michigan, chairman of the commit­ 
tee on privileges and elections, object­ 
ed to the admission of the senator- 
elect on the ground that the law re­ 
quires that two Tuesdays shall inter­ 
vene between the time notice of a 
vacancy in the senate is given and 
an 
election. 
As 
the 
late 
Senator 
W hyte died on a Tuesday and his suc­ 
cessor was chosen on the following 
Tuesday, Mr. Burrows claimed that 
the law had not been complied with. 
Senator Rayner claimed that the 
statute had been complied with, that 
to deny his colleague his seat would 
make necessary an extra legislature 
of Maryland at a cost of $50,000 and 
that even if the contention of the 
chairman of the committee on privi­ 
leges and elections should prove to be 
correct, Senator-Elect Smith should 
be sworn in and his case considered 
by the proper committee. 
On both sides of the chamber sena­ 
tors exhibited interest in the contro­ 
versy and many speeches were made. 
The disposition of the case gives 
Mr. Smith his seat, but does not final­ 
ly dispose of the question of his right 
to retain it. 
The committee on privi­ 
leges and elections will now take up 
the m atter for consideration.

Pittsburg, March 27.—In spite of the 
statem ents from officials of the Far­ 
m ers’ Deposit National bank that the 
peculations of John Young, the de­ 
faulting auditor, and Henry Reiber, 
defaulting paying teller, will not be 
over $300,000, there are persistent ru­ 
mors that the amount will range be­ 
tween $850,000 and $1,000,000. 


Architect Commits Suicide. 
Los Angeles, Cal., March 27.—In the 
presence of a constable who a moment 
before had served him with a warrant 
of arrest on the charge of uttering a 
fictitious check, Henry Hyde Dwight, 
a prominent architect of this city, who 
came here from Boston, swallowed 
the contents of a bottle cf chloroform. 
Dwight died a few hours later.
